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XVI.—On the Genera VWenicornis and Chilia.

Tne genus LHenicornis, under the incorrect form vicornis, 
was established by G. R. Gray as a substitnte for FEve- 
mobius of Gould (nee Eremobia Steph.), the type of 
whieh is Eremobins phenicurus Gould. To the same genus 
have been attributed three other species: M. melannra 
G. R. Gr. and the more recently deseribed H. striata Allen aud 
I, wallisi Scott, bat I am not acquainted with the two latter. 

Of H. melanura the Musenm of Turin possesses four speci- 
mens, and I must say that they appear to me generieally 
different from H. phenicura, the bill being mueh longer aud 
straight, while in M. phenicura it is shorter with the culmen 
shghtly curved. The genus Henicornis comes very near to 
Cinclodes, having the bill almost the same ; but the tarsus 
and the wings are shorter. 

I propose to separate H. melanura generically with tlie 
following characters :—

This species was discovered by Darwin during the voyage 
of the ‘Beagle’; it was found in three different places : Port 
Desire, St. Aignan, and Santa Cruz on the western coast of 
Southern Patagonia. 

The Museum of Turin possesses a specimen presented by 
Dr. G. Burmeister, which was obtained at Sta, Cruz on 
February 10th, 1889. 

This specimen appeared to me so very different from Meni- 
cornis melanura (of which our Museum has four specimens 
from Chili) that I had failed to recognise it even generically. 
I therefore asked Mr. Hellmayr to examine it, and he has 
identified it. 

It has already been remarked that Cabanis and Heine 
were quite mistaken in referring H. phenicura and H. 
melanura to one and the same species. Cassin was the first 
to clearly point out the differences between the two birds. 

I suppose that the habitat Chil, attributed to this species

24-5 mim., tarsus 21 mm.” O 

T am not acquainted with this bird. 


HENICORNIS WALLISI Scott.

It appears that this form has been separated on very 
slight grounds, as Mr. Hellmayr, who has examined three 
adult birds in the Tring Museum, writes to me that they do 
not bear out all the characters put forward by Mr. Scott. 
They are neither larger, nor have the bill longer than in 
H. phenicura, from which they merely differ im having the 
two middle rectrices wholly brown or with but a small 
ferruginous patch at the base of the inner web, while in the 
types of H. phenicura in the British Museum the whole 
basal portion of both webs is ferrnginons,

This species appears to be confined to Chili; the “habitat ”? 
Patagonia given by Bonaparte, Reichenbach, and also by 
Sclater and Salvin in the ‘Nomenclator? is certainly 
erroncous. 

As stated before, the Museum of Turi possesses four 
specimens of this species : two of them were received from 
the Museum of Santiago with the wrong name of “ Enicornis 
phouicura,” written, I beleve, by Dr. Philippi; they are male 
and female and nearly alike, but the female differs from 
the male in having the lores and also an almost obsolete 
snperciliary stripe, begmning on the sides of the forehead, 
whitish,
